Men 
of Millions Condemned to Isolation in Life, Pursued 
by Selfish Greed, While After Death There Are Spu- 
nous Widows, Will Contests, and Half a Hun­ 
dred Other Kindred Ills. 


Now \o rk .—The embarrassment of 
riches is, of course, proverbial. 
To* J 
*la> the burden of wealth is probably 
greater for the possessors of groat for-1 
tunes than ever before. 
A multimil-1 
Bonaire is a marked man. 
He is de-! 
Hied privacy even in the most intimate 
family relations, and he is constantly I 
beset by ami tea of beggars and must | 
be guarded like any king. 
At his 
death hordes of claimants fight over: 
his property, his memory is bitterly 
attacked and his character 
perhaps 
Masted by iinrcrupuh'us heirs through 
Ions J’ears of litigation. 
A short time ago Mr. James Henry 
Smith, universally known as “Silent 
Sm. h." a man of great wealth and tho 
dispenser of wide private benefactions, 
sudden!} died. 
He had lived a life of 
s::i ;u!ar seclusion. A man of very sim- 
I Ie i-.ates cad habits, he had always 
shunned notoriety 
in 
every 
form. 
Any ordinary man cf his character 
might have enjoyed a secluded life, 
but for Mr. Smith it was a constant ef-1 
lo; t to live his own life In his own 
way. On his death it was announced 
that he had left a fortune of more 
than $5o.o-ju.OOJ. The embarrassment 
of riches has literally followed him 
into his grave. 
Instantly a crowd of 
relatives and claimants, many of whom 
ho had never known, appeared on the 
scone, 
His widow is obliged to retain the 
best counsel and instantly prepare for 
a long a rid ; resumably bitter conflict 
in or.:cr that his dying wishes as ex­ 
pressed in his will may be carried out. 
In this undignified 
scramble Lu* his 
millions every detail of his life will be 
gone into, and this by expert lawyers 
aud in no friendly spirit. 
Mr. Smith’s 
private benefactions were many and 
varied and his character will stand the 
fast. but tT is a situation which would 
Have given him great pain in anticipa- 


While they can ring up anyone, they 
themselves cannot be called on the 
telephone except by the chosen few 
who have their private numbers, so 
that the seclusion works both ways.

of 
personal

again, the possession of wealth and 
the notoriety it inevitably brings is a 
source of great inconvenience. 
The

Mr. Andrew' Carnegie, for in- 
stance, receives en an'average from 
IOO to SOO letters a day making direct 
appeals for charity. His own personal 
mail, which is naturally large, is not 
included in this number.

I he volume of Mr. Carnegie’s mail 
varies curiously from season to sea­ 
son, but it is alw;>\s enormous.

ago it was common for m e grounds of 
great estates to be opened at certain 
hours at least to the public, but to day 
such privileges are rarely granted. In- 
almost every ease such 
places 
are 
completely wallet! in and the various 
entrances arc4 closely 
guarded. 
No 
matter how far from the mansion may 
be the lodge, no one is permitted to 
enter until he has been announced by 
telephone and permission 
has 
been 
granted. Mr. John I). Rockefeller, for 
instance, is as closely guarded in his 
estate at Tarrytown or in Cleveland 
as is royalty. Even a person stopping 
bet ore one of these entrances is close­ 
ly watched. The estate of Mr. George 
Gould, at Lakewood, is guarded In the 
same way, while others might be 
cited. 
A famous murder recently has di­ 
rected attention to the very general 
use which is made of private detec­ 
tives bv people of great wealth. The 
tact comes as a surprise to many. So 
quiet a figure and so much beloved a 
character as Miss Helen Gould, for In­ 
stance, frequently employs private de­ 
tectives as a safeguard a g ainst rob­ 
bery. 
Many well-known millionaires 
go about accompanied by a gentleman- 
ly-looking detective who 
acts as 
a 
bodyguard. 
In many cases these men 
are not employed so much to guard 
against robbery as to protect them in 
case they should be threatened with 
actual bodily harm. 
Should the mall 
ct some wealthy man contain 
some 
threatening letter it is not uncommon 
for a detective to be called in and en­ 
caged for a few' days, perhaps for a 
long peri tx!, either to run down the 
writer of the letter or to personally 
accompany the wealthy man to and 
from hL office. 


Detectives Always on Hand. 
Even in their most private social 
functions it is common for people of

The very possession of 
such great wealth serves to antagonize I 
a considerable proportion of tho com- j 
niunlty, and his most praiseworthy act I

One of the most familiar in-' 
stances of this is the case of a man 
who ranks among the most liberal dis-; 
tributors of public benefactions in the 
world today, whose name is on every 
one's tongue, and yet he is the subject 
of bitter attack, aud his benefactions I 
are attributed to his desire to place 
certain 
securities 
in 
conservative 
hands throughout the country. 
It is, 
of course, impossible to please every 
one, and the dissatisfied element arn 
certain to fee! a bitterness in direct 
ratio to the size of the fortunes in­ 
volved. 
The diseases of the rich are still 
another disturbing factor in this bal­ 
ance. 
It is no exaggeration to place 
a number of di. tiessing physical ills 
iii this category. 
The nervous and 
mental strain of handling a great for­ 
tune is exceedingly trying upon the 
strongest organization. 
It was Jay 
Gould who remarked, during tho ex­ 
citement of a great financial panic, 
that a man controlling a fortune of 
$•‘>0,000,000 bad no time either to eat 
or sleep. 
A man In active control of 
a great fortune is obviously under a 
trem endous at rain. 
As a result cases 
of physical breakdown in Wall street 
are common, and men young in years 
are often old in health.

as “the maker of modern Egypt.” 
Ile 
found her almost mined, her people 
desperate with suffering, her very ex­ 
istence in peril from the Dervishes; 
he leaves her in splendid prosperity, 
her population increasing in numbers 
and happiness, her 
finances 
estab­ 
lished on a firm basis, her taxes light­ 
ened, her people freed from the tyran­ 
nies that so long oppressed them. To 
maintain such a huge standard 
of 
achievement and carry forward the 
work of Egyptian regeneration 
de­ 
mands a statesman of 
the 
highest 
caliber. 
Sir Eldon Gorst does not lack ad­ 
mirers who declare that he will prove 
the right man in the right place. 
He 
Is the eldest son of h remarkably able 
man, Sir John Eldon Gorst, who is 
still living. 
He was named after his 
father long before, of course, it was 
known that he had inherited his fa­ 
ther’s 
brains. 
When 
his 
ability 
brought him a knighthood he dropped 
his first name that there might not be 
two Sir Johns in tin4 family. 
Hut in 
Egypt everybody still speaks of him 
as ’•Johnnie” Gorst. 
He went there 
when _i> as an attache, and rose rap­ 
idly through the diplomatic grades. 
Great administrative talc nts and con­ 
spicuous social gifts commended him 
to Lord Cromer, and within an extraor­ 
dinarily short time Ii* had become un­ 
der secretary to the 
ministry 
of 
finance, and again adviser to the min­ 
istry of the interior. "Adviser” in Egypt j 
is a euphemism for the British official 
who is really the boss, but nominally 
the subordinate of the minister at the 
head of a department. 
Ii*- was finan­ 
cial adviser to tin4 Egyptian govern­ 
ment when, in 1903, he was summoned 
to London to assist the foreign office 
in the negotiations which resulted in 
the Anglo-French agreement that so 
largely contributed to giving England 
a free hand in Egypt. 
11 is services 
were re warded by giving him one of 
the most responsible positions in the 
permanent civil service, that of under 
secretary of state4 for foreign affairs. 
His selection as Lord Cromer’s suc­ 
cessor affords a significant illustration 
of the difference between English and 
American methods in making appoint­ 
ments of great responsibility and pow- j 
cr. 
Ii was under a Conservative gov- j 
eminent that Sir Eldon won distinc-1 


presumably he is a Conserve 
live. 
Yet it is a Liberal government 
that makes him the new ruler of 
Egypt. The question of his jiolitics is 
not taken into consideration. 
He is 
chosen lor the task boca ti se he seems 
the man best fitted to fill the position. 
Sir Eldon knows all the ropes in 
Egypt, is personally acquainted with 
everybody who counts 
there 
and 
speaks Arabic and the native dialects 
fluently, 
Lord Cromer has wrought 
a marvelous work in Egypt. 
It may 
be doubted whether any single states­ 
man has ever 
accomplished 
more 
striking results In any country. 
But 
it Is his very success that renders 
all the mon* necessary, perhaps, a new 
and younger head to deal with the 
new conditions that result from that 
success. For Lord Cromer has created

a nation which naturally 
largely run itself. 
With

a nation 
wants to 
these aspirations Lord Cromer ha.- 
sympathy. His ideal of Egyptian rule 
is that of a benign dictator. 
England 
is pledged not to reduce Egypt per­ 
manently to the condition of a protect­ 
ed Indian state. Sooner or later a be­ 
ginning must be made with the w*ork 
of teaching Egypt to rule itself. 
lr is 
expected that Sir Eldon’s administra­ 
tion will take the direction of pavir-r 
tin* way for some form of constiti 
tional government. 
It is a most diffi­ 
cult task requiring the utmost tact, 
firmness 
and 
judgment. 
Nothing 
would he more fatal than undue haste. 
Sir Eldon is 46. 
He has tim** 
in 
which to make for himself a name 
that will rival that of Lord Cromer! 
But should he succeed 
in 
setting 
Egypt on its own legs he will be ex­ 
posed to the most scathing fire of 
hostile criticism while doing it. 
For 
many in England 
who m^st 
loudly 
proclaim their patriotism beleve that 
it is only white races which a t* fitted 
tor any measure of self-government.

Bodyguards of the Rich. 
It is no exaggeration 
to say 
that 
scores of millionaires in New York iii 
order to gain privacy in thpir homes, 
are guarded quite as closely as any 
king. 
It is literally 
true 
that 
the 
president of the United States is much 
more easy to approach by any ordi­ 
nary citizen than many owners of 
great fortunes. 
It is not. generally 
known for instance, that whereas any­ 
one might call up the president by 
telephone, or 
at least 
the 
White 
House, it is impossible to do the same 
with many New 
York 
millionaires. 
The names of the possessors of great 
fortunes do not appear in 
the 
tele­ 
phone directories. These men are not 
without telephone communication with 
the outside world, but they choose to 
have private 
wires laid 
to 
their 
houses, in order to avoid the annoy­ 
ance of being continually rung up. In 
other words, these 
houses are 
far 
Blore isolated than the average pri- 
.vate residence, and the inconvenience 
fee? must endure is of course obvious. 


such homes. 
There is an army how- 
c\**i, ai men and women representing 
a state of genteel poverty, besides the 
cranks, who would make some absurd 
appeal. The door h**l!s of many of 
these elaborate establishments 
ring 
continually throughout the day 
and 
night. 
I he method# employed of dis­ 
posing of such callers 
varies. 
Mr. 
Carnegie, for instance, denies himself 
to all strangers, but his 
butler uses 
his judgment as to whether a card 
should be taken to a secretary. 
The 
method of handling chance callers is 
ingenious. The outer door opens into 
a shallow outer vestibule. Should the 
individual in the brass buttons so de­ 
cide the caller is ushered through a 
door at the side and up a short stair­ 
case to a private apartment, where he 
is received by a secretary. 
In 
this 
way the visitor does not 
reach 
the 
main vestibule, and In no way inter­ 
feres with the privacy of the house. 


Guarding Private Estates. 


The country establishments of the 
very wealthy must again be even 
more carefully guarded. A few years

Some years ago Mrs.

Stewart appeared on th*4 piazzas 
of 
summer hotels 
itIi a detective hover­ 
ing within a few feet of her to safe 
guard the fortune In diamonds she 
wore. 
Today things are differently 
mar aged, but the necessity for pro­ 
tection is none the less real. 
Fash­ 
ionable weddings, where a fortune in 
wedding gifts are known 
to be col­ 
lected. arc almost always policed. 
It 
is common 
f o r a private detective I 
agency to be called upon and th*4 en­ 
tire arrangement looking toward its 
protection placed in their hands. The 
detective in charge 
goes 
over 
th*4 
ground and places his men long before 
th*4 ceremony. Some of the detectives 1 
will masquerade as guests 
in 
frock 
coats. 
Still others may be disguised I 
as servants. 
One or more men will, 
of course-, b*4 on constant guard in the 
rooms whore the presents 
are 
dis­ 
played. 
Even the pleasure of distributing 
charities becomes a very complex and 
irksome affair when the sum to be 
distributed reaches enormous propor­ 
tions. 
During one's lifetime, at least, 
it would seem that it would be an easy 
matter to dispose of money. 
Ak a 
matter of fact, many men and women 
of great wealth are obliged to place 
their benefactions upon 
a 
regular 
business basis 
in order 
not to 
be 
robbed. Several men of great wealth. • 
notably Mr. Rockefeller, are compelled ‘ 
to employ men at large salaries, who 
are in turn assisted by staffs of clerks. 
to examine Into the demands made 
upon them and after investigation de­ 
cide just how the money 
shall 
be 
distributed. 
It is certainly no fun to 
enjoy the pleasure of giving at the ex­ 
pense of all this complicated and irk­ 
some business detail. 
Charity Misunderstood. 
A man in the ordinary walks of life 
again, who contributes to a church or 
endows a hospital or a college may be 
generally praised for doing so, but for 
a man of great wealth It is difficult to 
make any gift without being misunder­ 
stood, perhaps severely and bitterly 


the fear of kidnaping hangs 
1 very heavily over tho families of the 
rich. As a result tho children of fam- 
• ides of great fortune have, as a mat 
tei ut fact, les-i liberty than children 
of families in much poorer circum­ 
stances. 
The little heirs to great for 
tunes cannot play in the* parks or even 
walk in the streets without a guard ol 
some sort. 
I hey must be constantly 
watched. 
Even in the country this 
surveillance is continued. 
At scores 
of great estates throughout th*4 coun­ 
try the gates are closed to the public 
on th*4 ground that the children who 
a 1*4 playing about would be endnn 
gyred. 
I’Ll*' f*iar of blackmail, again, Is 
much more general than is generally 
supposed. The mail of practically a1! 
men of great wealth constantly brings 
them threats of every possible kind 
lh*4 person who attempts blackmail 
may have no incriminating knowledge 
whatever. In most eases he probably 
has not, but the menace is none th# 
less 
disconcerting. 
A 
considerable I 
part of the public Is always ready to 
believe the worst of men In high 
places, and a clever blackmailer may 
do incalculable harm. 
Our great modern fortunes, again 
are often amassed with amazing rap 
idity. 
It has never before in history 
been 
possible to accumulate suet 
wealth in so short a period. It is for 
gotten that there is another side tc 
this situation, and that the danger ol 
losing such fortunes is corresponding 
ly great. 
The financiers, while they 
make enormous gains, must also face 
frightful losses. Scores of men might 
be mentioned who have risen to great 
wealth In a few years, only to fall 
again and be forgotten. 
The expert 
once of James R. Keene, for Instance 
who has several times been worth mil 
lions and at other times been millions 
In debt, has many counterparts on s 
smaller scale. The struggle for wealth 
is so frantic and the element of chance 
so great In the manipulation of greal 
sums of money that it Is perhaps more 
difficult to retain money than to a* 
quirt IL

Prof. Ray Lankester, 
there is nothing deceptive or mislead 
ing about the animal except its name, 
and this, after all, is only the name 
given to it. without Intention to offend, 
bv th*4 natives of the Mlshmi Hills on 
the 
northern 
frontier 
of 
Assam, 
whence the first specimen was ob­ 
tained by Brian Hodgson 40 years ago 
from native hunters. 
It occurs also I 
in til*4 mountainous regions of western 
I hi na, where a pale-colored variety 
of the species was discovered bv Pere : 
David, and in Thibet. The takin is not j 
rare in the high mountainous regions 
whore it occurs. 
Collecting at cer- I 
tain seasons in herds, it is said to seek 
protection in th*4 high forests and to j 
feed on grassy downs from which the 
snow is melted by the winter sun. 
It I 
has rarely until to-day been shot by 
sportsmen on account of the political 
as well Is physical difficulties present­ 
ed to exploration in the country which 
it inhabits. The recent British expedi­ 
tion in I hibet resulted in some fur- I 
thor expeditions across the frontier, f 
and a few specimens of the takin have 
thus come to hand. 
The scientific interest attaching to j 
the takin depends on the fact that it j 
furnishes one of the numerous links 
between the antelopes and the more 
familiar 
sheath-horned 
ruminants 
which we know' as cattle (ox, buffalo, 
bison), sheep and goats. 
The takin has In the adult broad tu­ 
mid bases to the horns, which nearly 
meet in the middle line, and a curva­ 
ture which Is not unlike that presented 
by the horns of the gnu. 
There ta. 
however, one northern cavicorn—the

The country establishments of the

hours at least to the public, but to-day 
such privileges are rarely granted. In- 
almost every caae such 
places 
are 


completely walled in and the various 
entrances are closely guarded. 
No 


matter how Ear from the mansion may 
be the lodp;e, no one Is permitted to 
enter until he has been announced by 
telephone and permission 
has been 


granted. Mr. John D. Rockefeller, for 
instance, la as closely guarded in his 
estate at Tarrytown or In Cleveland 
as la royalty. Even a person stopping 
before one of these entrances is close- 
ly watched. The estate ot Mr. Georgo 
Gould, at LaUewood, la guarded in the 
same way, while ot tiers might be 
cited. 


A famous murder recently has di- 


rected attention to tho very general 
use which is made of private detec- 
tives by people of great wealth. The 
fact conies as a surprise to many. So 
quiet n figuro and so much beloved a 
character as Miss Helen Gould, I'm- in- 
stance, frequently employs private de- 
toclives as a safeguard against rob- 
bery.

are not employed so much to guard 
asratnst robbery as to protect them in 
cas»o they should be threatened v. Ith 
actual bodily harm.

SIR ELOON GORST, BRITISH CON- 


SUL IN NILE COUNTRY. 


Succeeds Lord Cromer, Who Held the 


Post for Twenty Years—A 
Con- 


servative, But Was Appointed 


by A Liberal Government. 


London.—As tho successor of Lord 


Cromer, the man who, for 20 years, 
haa been th« veal ruler 
of 
Kgypl, 


though nominally merely tho Hritish 
consul general there, Sir Eldon Gorst 
has a most difficult post to fill. Lord 
Cromer has been fittingly 
described 


aa "the maker of modern Egypt." lie 
found her almost ruined, her people 
desperate with suffering, her very ex- 
istence in peril from the Dervishes; 
he leaves her In splendid prosperity, 
her population increasing in numbers 
and happiness, her 
finances 
estab- 


lished on a firm basis, her taxes light- 
ened, her people freed from the tyran- 
nies that ao long oppressed them. To 
maintain such a huge standard 
of 


achievement and catry forward the 
work of Kgyptian regeneration 
de- 


mands a Klutebniau of 
the 
highest 


caliber. 


Sir Eldon Const does not lack ad- 


mirers who declare that he will prove 
the right man in the right place. 
He 


is the oldest son of H remarkably able 
man, Sir John Kldon Gorst. who is 
stilt living. 
Ho wns named after his 


falhev lent; be-fore, of course, it was 
known that he had inherited his fa- 
ther's 
brains.

brought him a knighthood he dropped 
his Hist name that, there might not be 
two Sir Johns in the family.

His boleetion as Lord Cromer's suc- 


cessor affords a significant illustration 
of the difference between English and 
American methods in making appoint- 
ments of great responsibility and pow- 
er. 
It was under a, Conservative gov- 


ernment that Sir Eldon won distinc- 


tion and presumably he Is a Conserva-' 
tfve. 
Vet it Is a liberal government 


that makes him the new ruler of 
Egypt. The question of his politics is 
not taken into consideration. He ta 
chosen for the task because lie seenas 
the man best fitted to fill the position.

The Takin. 


ally known as tile takin, and common- 
ly is called the bull antelope of the 
ICastern Himalayas. He is a link be- 
iween the ox and the antelope; and, 
according 
to 
Prof 
Hay Lankestcr, 


there is nothing deceptive ur mislead- 
ing about the animal except its name, 
and this, a f f o r all, is onlj the name 
given to it, without Intention to offend, 
by the natives of the Mlbhnii Hills on 
tho 
northern 
frontier 
of 
Assam, 


whence the llrst specimen was ob- 
tained by Hrfan Hodgson 40 years ago 
f lorn native huniors. 
It occurs also 


m the mountainous regions of western 
C'hina, where a pale-colored variety 
of the species was discoveied by Pcre, 
David, and in Thibet. The (akin is not 
rare in the high mountainous regions 
where it occurs. 
Collecting at cer- 


tain seasons in herds, it is said to seek 
protection in the high forests and to 
feed on grassy downs from which the 
snow is melted by the winter sun. It 
has rarely until to-day been shot tiy 
sportsmen on account of the political 
as well Is physical difficulties present- 
ed to exploration In the country which 
it inhabits. The recent Ftrltlsh expedi- 
tion in Thibet resulted in some fur- 
ther expeditions across the frontier, 
imd a few specimens of the takin have 
thus come to hand, 


The scientific interest attaching to 


the takin depends on the fact that it 
furnishes one of the numerous links 
between the antelopes and the more 
fa ml [far 
sheath-horned 
ruminants 


which we know as cattle (ox, buffalo, 
btBon), sheep and goats. 


The takin haa In the adult broad tu- 


mid bases to the horns, which nearly 
meet In the middle line, and a curra- 
ture which U not unlike that presented 
by the horns of the gnu. 
There Is, i 


IwweTer. one northern caTicorn—the 


musk ox of the arctic circle—which in 
the general character of the horns 
and limbs, wilh large lateral hoofs, 
presents marked resemblance to tho 
takin. 


It is probable that the takin is an 


offshoot of ilie antelope stock which 
ultimately produced the rmisk ox, just 
as the chamois, the scrow and the go- 
ral arc probably remnants of another 
antelope line of ancestry which gave 
rise to the goats and sheep.

Famous Spanish Structure That
